no small degree for his fortune, 
Washington participated in a num ­ 
ber of real estate and transporta­ 
tion companies. As a private citizen 
he was constantly on the outlook 
for sound investments and for ways 
to increase his capital. In the pur­ 
chase of frontier lands and in the 
promotion of plans for the building 
up and development of new parts 
of the country he was performing 
im portant public service. 
l)r. Albert 
Bushnell 
Hart, dis­ 
tinguished historian, and a member 
of our commission, says: 
“ W ashington has been criticized 
for buying up land w arrants and 
holding on to his title in the face of 
squatters. 
A ctu ally no Am erican 
has ever done so much to open up 
vast tracts of land, first under the 
B ritish and then under the A m er­ 
ican flag, fitted to become the home 
of m illions of Am erican farm ers." 
A fter 115 years of effort W ashing­ 
ton forced the British Government 
to give to the Virginia veterans of 
the French and Indian 
wars 
the 
200,000 
acres 
of 
western 
lands 
promised by the Governor of that 
Colony. 
His management and dis­ 
tribution of these 
bounties 
were 
carried out in an em inently efficient 
and satisfactory manner. 
II«1 ac­ 
quired two large farms in M ary­ 
land. 
During a trip in New York 
State iu 178‘> he saw the possibili­ 
ties of a w aterw ay from the sea to 
I in' Great Lakes by way of the Hud­ 
son River and the Mohawk Valley 


— the present route of a great barge 
canal. Because of his business vi­ 
sion he joined with General Clinton 
in the purchase of 6,000 acres near 
ITica. 


To Washington, the man of af­ 
fairs, we owe our national banks, 
tor had he followed the advict of 
other leaders, great but less en- 
1 if hteued on matters of finance, the 
plans of Alexander Ham ilton would 
not have been realized. 
As a re­ 
sult of the w ar the country was 
dteply in debt, and had no credit, 
but the solution of our financial 
difficulties suggested by the first 
Secretary of the Treasury was op­ 
posed by those from rural commu­ 
nities. They argued that the large 
com m ercial cities would dominate 
to the detriment of other parts of 
the country. 
Both Jefferson, Sec­ 
retary of State, and Randolph, A t­ 
torney General, in writing opposed 
the incorporation by Congress of a 
national bank. 
They were joined 
by Madison and Monroe. A ll argued 
against the constitutionality of this 
proposition. 
Ham ilton 
answered 
their arguments fully in his famous 
opinion. But, had the President not 
been a man of affairs, had he not 
been for many years a large holder 
of stock in the Bank of England, 
coming from the estate of Daniel 
Parke Cuatis, lie might have yield­ 
ed to the opposition. 
Because he 
knew something about 
bank 
uc 
counts and bank credits 
the 
bill 
was signed and the foundation of 
our financial system laid. 


Washington was also a stockhold­ 
er in the Bank of Alexandria and 
in the Bank of Columbia at George­ 
town. 
In his last w ill and testa 
ment he directed that such moneys 
as should be derived from the sale 
of his estate during the lifetim e of 
Mrs. Washington should be invent­ 
ed for her in good bank stocks. 
After his retirement 
from 
the 
Presidency in March, 1797, W ash­ 
ington spent more than two and a 
half happy years at Mount Vernon. 
In his last summer lie made a w ill, 
one of the most rem arkable docu­ 
ments of its kind of which we have 
record. Again he showed his versa 
tility. 
in 
disposing of 
his 
many 
properties tinder a variety of be­ 
quests and conditions without legal 
advice. It has been called an auto­ 
biographic w ill— ii 
shows 
in 
its 
manifold provisions his charitable 
thoughtfulness for his dependents 
and his solicitude for the future 
w elfare of his country. 
As President he was alw ays an 
exponent of sound and honest pub­ 
lic finance. He advocated the pay 
ment of our debts in full to hold­ 
ers of record, and the assumption 
by the Nation of the debts incurred 
by the various States to carry on 
the Revolution. 
His support of fi­ 
nancial integrity, because 
it 
was 
m orally 
right, 
strengthened 
the 
I "nion. 
This 
practical 
business 
ability 
and interest in broad and general 
affairs made him one of the first to 
realize that the future of the Am er­ 
ican Em pire lay in the regions be­ 
yond the Alleghenies in the te rri­ 
tory of the Ohio and the M issis­ 
sippi. 
Because of this belief, he is 
said to have been the moving sp ir­ 
it in his first plans for the organ­ 
ization 
of our public lands. 
His 
association with the West may have 
started 
in 
the 
period 
1719-1751. 
when 
he 
assisted 
his 
brother, 
Law rence, in his various business 
enterprises, among them the Ohio 
Company, which had a 
grant 
of 
500,000 acres of land on the east 
side of the Ohio River. The French 
having driven out the early British 
settlers 
who 
had 
started 
a 
fort 
where 
Pittsburgh 
now 
stands, 
W ashington, at the u^* of 21. volun­ 
teered to head an expedition for its 
recovery. 
The comprehensive re­ 
port of this young man was consid­ 
ered of enough importance to be 
Kent from London to all the Eu ro ­ 
pean capitals, by way of justifying 
threat Britain in making w ar upon 
France. 
In 1763 he organized the 
Mississippi Company to take 
the 
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place of the Ohio Company, which 
was one of the casualties of the 
war. 
lie applied for a 
grant 
of 
1,000.000 acres of land, though he 
did not receive it 
But he made his 
own 
investments so that 
in 
the 
schedule of his property attached 
to his w ill we find western lands 
appraised at over $400,000— along 
the Ohio, the Great Kanawha, 
in 1 
western Pennsylvania, in Ken tucky,] 
and in the Northwest Territory. 


Having a vision of what the \\»-t 
meant in the future prosperity of 
the new Republic. Washington in 
17sI journeyed out into the wild«. 
His diary of the trip is filled with 
interest and enthusiasm over tin 
possibilities of that region. 
H a l­ 
bert. who has made a study of it, 
calls 
him 
our first 
expansionist, 
the originator of the idea of pos­ 
sessing the West, through commer­ 
cial relations. 
"It was a pioneer 
idea, instinct with genius," this au­ 
thor writes, ‘“ and W ashington’s ad­ 
vocacy of it marks him as the first 
commercial Am erican, tin* first man 
typical of the Am erica that was to 
be.” 
Hue to his investments, he 
became the president of the Jam es 
R iver Company and of the Potomac 
R iver Company, organized in 17S 
to look into the possibility of open­ 
ing navigation through to the West. 
To the Potomac Company, which 
involved the first 
interstate com 
merce negotiations in this country, 
he devoted four years of service 
It has been thought that these ne­ 
gotiations entered into by 
Wash 
ington led up almost directly to the 
calling of the Constitutional Con­ 
vention. They revealed clearly the 
difficulty 
under 
the 
Articles 
of 
Confederation 
of 
accomplishing 
anything involving the welfare of 
all the States, and showed the need 
of a more strongly ceutralized na 
tional government 
His ability as a 
business man was the strong sup 
port of his statesmanship, it made 
his political ideas intensely pracii 
cal. 


Washington's Atlanlic-Mississippi 
w aterw ay plan was never carried 
out. 
But his advocacy of it with 
out doubt had much to do with p r e ­ 
venting a break in the I ’nion, which 
threatened 
serious 
consequences, 
The people of western North Caro 
1 ina. now Tennessee, shut off from 
the east by mountains, had no out­ 
let to the sea other than the Missis­ 
sippi, and 
Spain, controlling the 
mouth of this river, levied 
h e a v y 
tribute on all commerce 
passing 
through it. 
Disappointed at the in-i 
ability oi the National Government 
to get concessions from Spain, they, 
in 1784, established a separate State 
and started negotiations for an a 
social ion with that foreign country 
This action 
was rescinded 
after 
Washington put forth his waterway 
plan. 


That lie should have 
been 
re 
sponsible in large measure for the 
opening of the West and for calling 
attention to the commercial advan­ 
tages the country 
might 
derive 
therefrom is by no means the least 
of his benefactions to the Nation. 
He demonstrated that 
those who 
develop 
our 
resources, 
whether 
along agricultural, commercial and 
industrial lines or in any other field 
of endeavor, are entitled to the ap 
proval, rather than the censure, of 
their countrymen. 


Washington was a builder 
a cre­ 
ator. He had a national mind. He 
was constantly warning his coun­ 
trymen of the danger of 
settling 
problems in accordance with sec­ 
tional interests Ilis ideas in regard 
to the opening ol our western te rri­ 
tory were thought out prim arily for 
the benefit of the Nation. 
It has 
been said that he would have been 
“ the ureatest man in America had 
there been no Revolutionary W ar." 
He was largely instrum ental iu 
selecting the site for om National 
Capital, influenced iu no sm all de 
glee by his vision of tile comme! 
cial 
possibilities of this 
locality. 
It included his plan of the wat< t 
w ay to the West, through the Poto­ 
mac, 
the 
Mouongahela, 
uud 
the 
Ohio Rivers, which lie used to speak 
of as "the channel of commerce to 
the extensive and valuable t r a d e of 
a rising Em pire." 
He, of course, 
could not foresee the development 
of railw ay transportation and the 
great ocean-going vessels, b e c a u s e 
of which the seat of our Govern 
ment became separated from active 
contact 
with 
commerce and 
was 
left to develop as the cultural and 
intellectual center of the Nation. 
J mi •• iu iiit Riuiun oi i-.r-m.iio, l n** j 
great engineer, this city from the 
first has had a magnificent plan oi 
development 
Its adoption was due 
m no «mail degree to the engineer­ 
ing foresight and executive ability 
of Washington 
By PI32 we shall 
have m a d e much progress toward 
perfecting the ideal city planned by 
him in the closing days of the eigh­ 
teenth century, 
Washington 
had 
the ability 
to 
translate ideals into the practical 
affairs of life. He was interested in 
what be believed contributed to the 
betterment of every-day existence. 
Perhaps b<*cauaie he realized 
the 
deficiency of his own early educa­ 
tion. he was solicitous to provide 
libera! facilities tor the youth of 
the future. Because as a man of af 
fan s he knew the every-day use', 
of learning, in an early message to 
the Congrev- and in his 
w ill 
he 
sought methods for the establish 
ment of a national university. Even 
in his Farew ell Address we find 


“ Promote, then 
as an object of
